W.  Africa  Army 
Seizes  Power 

LIBREVILLE,  GABON,  (UPI) 
—The  600-man  Gabon  army 
seized  power  in  a bloodless  coup 
d’  etat  in  this  West  African 
Equatorial  Republic  Tuesday  and 
arrested  strongman  president 
Leon  M’ba. 

M'BA  ANNOLTsXED  his  resig- 
nation in  a joint  communique 
broadcast  to  the  nation  and  sign- 
ed by  himself  and  army  leaders. 
He  then  was  placed  under  house 
arrest  and  a junta  began  forming 
a provisional  government  that 
will  include  no  elements  of  his 
topplqd  regime. 

Police  and  army  units  patrolled 
the  streets  to  put  down  any  pos- 
sible last  minute  public  panic  or 
opposition,  but  there  was  no  vio- 
lence. Libreville  radio  appealed  to 
Gabon’s  450,000  inhabitants  to  re- 
main calm.

Greeks  Riot 
In  Cyprus 
Reports  TeU 

NICOSIA  (UPD— Fresh  violence 
broke  out  Tuesday  in  the  “battle 
zone”  of  northwest  Cyprus  only 
hours  after  President  Archbishop 
Makarios  said  he  doubted  the 
need  for  a larger  peace-keeping 
force  to  keep  Greek  and  Turkish 
Cypriots  from  killing  each  other. 

Officials  said  a 60-year-old 
Greek  Cypriot  woman  was  killed 
by  Turkish  Cypriots  in  a village 
near  Paphos,  a Mediterranean 
port  town  in  the  western  region 
where  communal  fighting  has 
flared  sporadically  in  recent  days. 

The  new  violence  was  reported 
as  the  United  Nations  Security 
Council  weighed  a Cypriot  re- 
quest for  a U.  N.  guarantee  to 
Cyprus  against  aggression. 

In  an  interview  with  United 
Press  International  Tuesday,  Ma- 
karios said  “the  need  for  a peace- 
keeping force  will  be  eliminated” 
if  the  resolution  demanding  guar- 
antees against  aggression  is 
adopted.  „ 

“I  don’t  think  a larger  peace- 
keeping force  on  Cyprus  is  nec- 
essary,” Makarios  said. 

Makarios  said  the  “main  ques- 
tion now”  is  to  abrogate  the  Cy- 
prus treaties  that  give  Britain 
Greece  and  Turkey— as  guaran- 
tors of  the  island’s  independence 
—the  right  to  intervene  in  Cyp- 
riot affairs. 

There  are  5,300  British  troops 
efforting  to  keep  the  peace  on 
Cyprus  -at  present  and  official 
quarters  in  London  have  indicat- 
ed the  small  force  would  not  be 
able  to  carry  on  indefinitely. 

Britain  has  refused  to  sell  wea- 
pons to  Cyprus  and  the  Cyprus 
government  admitted  in  a state- 
ment early  Tuesday  that  it  sought 
arms  from  “other  sources”  to 
protect  this  island’s  “territorial 
integrity.” 

In  event  of  rejection  of  the 
Cypriot  resolution  and  if  a peace 
force  is  sent  in  here,  Makarios 
said  that  he  will  insist  that  “its 
terms  of  reference  state  that  it 
is  here  actively  to  defend  Cyprus 
against  aggression  and  maintain 
its  territorial  integrity.”

U.S.  Youth 


WASHINGTON,  (UP!)  — The 
first  specific  program  to  imple- 
ment the  government’s  call  for 
“appropriate  action”  against 
smoking  will  get  underway  in 
Washington  in  May,  it  was  an- 
nounced Tuesday. 

THE  CHILDREN'S  bureau  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation and  Welfare  said  it  plan- 
ned to  hold  a national  conference 
on  “smoking  and  youth”  in  May. 
The  purpose  will  be  to  plan  ef- 
fective ways  to  inform  the  na- 
tion’s youth  of  the  hazards  of 
smoking  cigarettes. 

A special  committee  appointed 
by  Surgeon  General  Luther  Ter- 
ry announced  Jan.  11  that  cigar- 
ette smoking  was  a hazard  which 
warranted  “appropriate  action.” 

SHORTLY  AFTER  that,  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission  an- 
nounced it  would  hold  hearings 
in  March  to  determine  what 
course  of  action  it  might  take. 

Seven  private  organizations 
met  with  Public  Health  service 
officials  last  Friday  to  discuss 
programs  they  might  conduct. 
The  groups  each  named  one 
member  to  a planning  organiza- 
tion which  will  meet  later  to  map 
out  programs  for  each  of  them. 

IN  ADDITION  to  coordinating 
t’uese  efforts,  the  PHS  is  plan- 
ning a series  of  programs  of  its 
own.  The  first  of  this  series  is 
expected  to  be  announced  in 
about  three  weeks. 

But  there  has  been  no  specific 
program  announced  by  any  gov- 
ernment agency  until  Tuesday. 

THE  CONE'ERENCE  planned 
by  the  children’s  bureau  will  be 
mapped  out  in  detail  at  a meeting 
in  Washington  March  1-3.  This 
meeting  will  be  attended  by  sev- 
en college  students,  three  high 
school  pupils  and  seven  adult 
consultants. 


Air  Force  Briefs 


ROTC  Cadets 


On  Space  Age 


“A  Survey  of  Astronautics” 
was  presented  to  the  Air  Force 
ROTC  cadets  in  a special  brief- 
ing Tuesday  by  personnel  of  Air 
University.  The  briefing  gave  ca- 
dets and  Angels  a brief  outline  of 
the  effort  that  it  will  take  to 
place  men  on  the  moon. 

THE  TEAM  showed  films  of 
the  Saturn  5 which  will  place  an 
85,000  payload  in  outer  space  by 
1970.  The  rocket,  the  most  power- 
ful ever  built,  will  have  five  en- 
gines each  developing  one  and 
one-half  million  pounds  of  thrust. 

Special  shots  taken  of  the 
earth  by  astronaut  Gordon  Coop- 
er were  also  shown  to  the  group. 
It  was  reported  that  Cooper  could 
see, the  wake  of  a ship  at  sea,  as 
well  as  dust  coming  from  a car 
going  down  a dusty  Arizona  road. 

AN  ANIMATED  film  told  of 
the  various  problems  related  to 
the  Apollo  moon  shot  and  its  re- 
entry into  the  earth’s  atmos- 
phere. The  group  was  told  that 
when  the  special  Apollo  capsule 
enters  the  earth’s  atmosphere  it 
will  develop  temperatures  up  to 
5000  degrees  F. 

Emphasizing  that  error  can  bo 
a real  problem  for  the  Apollo, 
the  group  was  told  that  if  the 
capsule  enters  the  atmosphere 
too  early  that  its  occupants  will 
be  crushed  to  death,  if  it  enters 
too  late  it  will  again  leave  the 
earth’s  atmosphere  and  sp{n,V’ith 
its  occupants,  in  a constant  orbit 
with  the  sun. 

LANDING  CRAFT,  to  put  two 
men  on  the  moon  was  also  shown. 
Estimates  on  the  amount  of  time 
the  two  will  spend  on  the  distant 
planet  vary  from  156  minutes  to 
six  hours,  officers  said.

Remain  On  Top 
In  Cage  Action 


NEW  YORK,  (UPI)~Unbeaten 
UCLA  moved  within  two  votes 
of  a unanimous  first-place  rank- 
ing today  in  the  weekly  United 
Press  International  major  col- 
lege basketball  ratings,  which  un- 
derwent the^  most  sweeping 
change  of  the  season. 

Except  for  UCLA,  which  rank- 
ed No.  1 for  the  seventh  consec- 
utive week,  not  a single  member 
of  the  top  20  retained  the  rank- 
ing it  held  last’ week. 

Michigan  recaptured  . second 
place  from  Kentucky.  The  Wild- 
cats of  Coach  Adolph  Rupp  slip- 
ped to  third  but  deprived  UCLA 
of  a perfect  rating  by  grabbing 
the  remaining  two  first-place  bal- 
lots. UCLA  was  ranked  No.  1 by 
33  of  the  35  coaches  on  the  UPI 
rating  board. 

Duke,  riding  a 10-game  win- 
ning streak,  surged  to  fourth- 
place  and  Villanova  (19-2)  leaped 
from  ninth  to  the  No.  5 spot. 
Oregon  State  (21-3)  advanced 
two  places  to  sixth. 

Upset  victims  filled  the  7-8-9 
spots.  Wichita,  knocked  from  the 
Missouri  Valley  lead  by  Drake, 
dropped  to  seventh  and  Vander- 
bilt (17-4),  which  has  lost  three 
games  by  a total  of  eight  points, 
skidded  to  ninth  after  losses  to 
Georgia  Tech  and  Tennessee. 

Davidson,  also  beaten  twice  last 
week,  fell  from  fourth  to  eighth 
and  Loyola  of  Chicago  edged 
back  into  the  top  10  in  10th,  re- 
placing Texas  Western,  No.  11. 

UCLA,  Michigan  and  Kentucky 
will  have  rough  jvindups  for  the 
season,  playing  the  njajori'ty  of 
their  games  on  the  road.  UCLA 
has  four  of  its  remaining  five 
gives  away  from  home.
